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Isit Well With the Child?

NOTE: This article is prepared to 
stimulate interest in the Sunday School, 
not as a social order but as a religious 
educational institution. 


Christian, is it well with THY child? 
Can you answer as did the Shunamite 
woman, “It is well.” 2 Kings 4:12. This 
she spoke of her son who was dead, but, 
the important question now is, Is it well 
with your children today? 


In this city of about one hundred 
thousand population, tonight as I visited 
the house of prayer I found comparative- 
ly few young people but as I went to and 
from the place of worship I noticed that 
the taverns, road houses, etc. were well 
patronized. This may be the case in your 
vicinity. The question is being asked, 
“What is to become of the younger gen- 
eration?” This question calls for another, 
“What am I doing to affect the future 
of our young people?” 

Some would have us believe that the 
many schools and young people’s orders 
of the world are serving to elevate and 
bring youth to the high ideal of Chris- 
tian living that Christ set forth. 
MAYBE! When such is suggested I think 
of these lines in the old Battle Hymn, 
“Is this vile world a friend of grace to 
help me on to God?” Parents, the social 
economy of this world is no stimulant 
to Christian living and you can not af- 
ford to trust these modern orders to 
mold religion into the character of your 
boy or girl. Rom. 12:2, “Be not con- 
formed to this world,” etc. 


In a recent convention the question of 
discussion was, “What can be done to 
curb the vices of high school students?” 
Some suggested better living conditions, 
others doctors’ observation, etc., but one 
said the students needed to hear the 
preaching of the old-time gospel. The 
moderator agreed that this was exactly 
right but where could it be heard for the 
churches had gotten away from it long 
ago. Sad but true! 


It is blood-curdling to think of the 
wickedness that abounds among the 
young. Tobacco and beers are no longer 
(to the world) questionable practices 
but fashionable. The youngsters call them 
tame. They want something strong and 
now they have their licensed liquors in 
Christian America. 


Still a more horrible vice is that of the 
Killer Drug that is smoked like tobac- 
co. It has been found in cliques of dif- 
ferent high schools. Only those boys and 
girls who are in the clique know where 


to obtain the drug. At the appointed time 
and in their secret dens these Killer 
Drug users meet to smoke away their 
troubles, feel rich, and indulge in the 
vices of Sodom. Worse yet, if they con- 
tinue to use this their conscience and 
mind is blighted with a thirst for blood. 
This may be taking place in your neigh- 
borhood. 


In this world where the gods of war 
are on a stampede, where sin with its 
dazzling allurements are at high carni- 
val, where selfish men with their various 
forms of Christless governments are 
jeopardizing the lives and property of 
all, yes, in this world where you must 
fight to keep the victory, I ask, “Is it 
well with the child?” 

The world is talking security for vari- 
ous causes. Let us talk security for the 
young in our charge. Adults can not 
stick constantly by the side of the young 
with a thousand DON’TS but they can 
give them the one weapon of defence, 
THE GOSPEL. Modernists say that the 
story of the blood is repulsive to the 
young. It may be to some but praise be 
to God it is a sure cure for sin to them 
that believe. I am glad that we can face 
a world of uncertainty with a heaven 
bonded security given through the gos- 
pel. 

To the point— 

Since we are directly responsible for 
the young in our charge what can we do 
about it? 

Answer, Give them the gospel.

Sanctification 

I have decided to write for several 
weeks on sanctification since quite a 
few have asked me to do this. I have re- 
ceived several letters recently wanting to 
know the difference in being born again 
and being sanctified. In order to have a 
better understanding of what sanctifica- 
tion really is we will talk a little about 
the new birth. 

In John 3:3-14 Jesus makes it plain 
to Nicodemus that a man must be born 
again. Then we take it for granted that 
when a man is born again he becomes a 
new creature in Christ Jesus, old things 
pass away and all things become new. 2 
Cor. 5:17. When we are born again we 
pass from nature’s darkness into the 
light and liberty of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. All true Christians are 
more familiar with the new birth than 
they are sanctification. The first thing 
in the Christian life is repentance and ac- 
ceptance of God’s dear Son as our Savior 
and by faith through His sacrifice we 
become new creatures. We hope this is 
sufficient to distinguish between the new 
birth and sanctification, or to show that 
the new birth is not sanctificaton. 

We notice that the majority of the 
holiness movements are drifting into the 
idea that we are saved and then filled 
with the Holy Ghost. We feel that cer- 
tainly is a step in the wrong direction 
because in a way it is denying the blood 
to sanctify. Some claim that they receive 
what is known as the finished work of 
Calvary. They claim that when the blood 
is applied for justification or being born 
again that they receive at the same time 
cleansing or sanctification. This may be 
true, im a sense, but we do know that 
people are actually saved from their sins 
or born again before they are sanctified. 
Jesus took the natural birth to explain 
the spiritual birth and we take the stand 
that no child is cleansed before he is 
born. The Christian life must begin in a 


new birth. 

The inquiry comes from thousands of 
burdened hearts all through the Church, 
What degree of piety is needed to insure 
acceptance with God? We ask, What is 
the believer’s privilege under grace? To 
what extent have we the promise of be- 
ing saved in this life? So in order to get 
an answer we must search the Holy 
Scriptures. It is also well to take the ex- 
periences of pioneer Christians. We are 
sure that we can have entire deliverance 
not only from our transgressions but 
from sin. If no such experience as entire 
deliverance has ever been experienced by 
Christians, then we would not be war- 
ranted for seeking entire sanctification. 

Heb. 7:25, ‘““Wherefore he is able to 
save them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them.” The 
term “uttermost” in this scripture sig- 
nifies to the furtherest extent, to the 
greatest degree, to the most distant point. 
It is believed by some that the term 
“uttermost” has reference more to dura- 
tion than to completeness. This view is 
sustained in the marginal reading “‘ever- 
more.” But the most able expositors be- 
lieve that this has reference to complete- 
ness, so then we believe that the marg- 
inal reading is misleading and we take 
the view that it does have reference to 
completeness. The thought that some 
present is that He is ever able to save 
or able to save forever. But this is not 
the meaning of this scripture. It is true 
that Jesus has power to save or keep but 
this scripture has reference to complete- 
ness and not to duration. So we feel that 
the word “evermore” should be “com- 
pletely.” In fact, no word so fully ex- 
presses the definite work of sanctifica- 
tion as Heb. 7:25, and it seems then that 
ample provision has been made for our 
complete salvation. The only thing that 
is needed to secure such a deliverance is 
to come to God by Christ. 

Before defining the doctrine of sanc- 
tification we wish to guard the readers 
against several errors over which many 
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honest souls have stumbled. In search 
for this wonderful blessing of sanctifica- 
tion and a deep consideration of what 
it really consists of, and in watching the 
lives of those who profess this blessing, 
there are many things to discourage the 
earnest seeker and turn many honest 
hearts away from its possibility. Some 
put the mark too low and others put it 
too high. If you would hit a mark you 
must know where the mark is. Some aim 
at Christian perfection. They shoot above 
the mark and claim for its angelical per- 
fection. Others place the mark as much 
too low. In many cases those who are 
dealing with this question have never at- 
tained to the good experience of being 
born again. 

We place tne mark too high when we 
make it to consist of perfection of con- 
duct. While human ideals of perfection 
leave no margin for innocent mistakes 
and unavoidable errors, divine ideals al- 
low many to exist in connection with 
perfect love. A perfectly faultless being 
according to human judgment was never 
found among men. No person has yet 
lived of whom serious complaint was not 
made by someone, not even the man 
Christ Jesus. In Him was no sin. He was 
holy, harmless, undefiled, separated from 
sinners. In Him was no guile. This is 
the divine estimate of the Man. But it 


is not the judgment formed and ex- 
pressed with regard to His conduct 
by many among whom He lived, to 


whom He preached, and for whom He 
labored and died. They said, He hath a 
devil and is mad; He casts out devils by 
the prince of devils. They called Him a 
winebibber, Sabbath breaker, disloyal to 
the government and ought to die. Surely 
if they called the Master of the house 
Beelzebub we may expect that they will 
say some unhandsome things of His 
household. 

Job is a case in point. God declared 
that Job was a perfect man and asked 
Satan if he had considered that fact. 
Judging from the conduct of Satan it is 
fair to infer that he responded in the 
negative. He insists that Job served God 
for selfish motives and if the things with 
which Job had been hedged about were 
removed, he would cease to give evidence 
to that perfection that had been at- 


tributed to him. Permission was given to- 


strip Job of every earthly good, his 
houses, flocks, herds, servants, and chil- 
dren were all destroyed. Job surviving 
the utter desolation exclaimed the Lord 
giveth and the Lord taketh away, blessed 
be the name of the Lord. 

Finally Job’s integrity is vindicated in 
the declaration, “In all this Job sinned 
not nor charged God foolishly.” 

Human estimation of perfection dif- 
fer, it seems, from the divine. Men judge

What We May Expect Jesus to

2. We should expect that He gives us 
the “‘peace of God.” Jesus said,““My peace 
I give unto you,” and no individual be- 
liever in Christ should expect to live one 
day, one hour, no, not a moment, with- 
out that peace. This is a heritage that 
every child of God should appreciate very 
highly. 

3. We should expect Him to give us 
power to live the victorious life. Through 
Christ we should have grace to overcome 
every evil tendency of our heart and life. 
And we should expect to be able to over- 
come every thing without as well as ev- 
erything within ourselves. 

4. We should expect Him to supply 
our every need, as we follow Him faith- 
fully each day of our heavenly pilgrim- 
age. Phil. 4:19 says, “But my God shall 
supply all your need according to his 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” This 
scripture and many others cover all the 
ground that the Christian has to traverse 
in this world. Think what it means for 
the Lord to supply our every need for 
soul and body. That is a wonderful prom- 
ise indeed. Every Christian has a right to 
expect its fulfillment. 

5. We should expect Him to give us a 
clear conscience, that is void of offence 
to God and man. That means no con- 
demnation, no doubts, no clouds, but a 
clear, open outlook between us and heav- 
en, and this He does for all who are true 
to Him. If our sky is darkened and our 
view of Jesus obscured, it is because of 
our own wrong spirit, unbelief, evil 
thoughts, words or acts. 

6. We should expect the Lord Jesus to 


heal our bodies, and give us strength as 
our duties and service in life may de- 
mand. For this He has given special 
promises. He bore our sicknesses on the 
cross and has left express directions how, 
through prayer, laying on of hands, the 
anointing of oil, etc., we may be healed. 
We have a right to expect Him to heal 


‘us whenever we need healing. 


7. We should expect Jesus to give us 
power to win souls and that He will lead 
us out and teach us how to reach the 
lost and bring them to repentance. And 
this, we believe He desires to do for ev- 
ery one who will live a life fully given 
up to Him. He said, “Follow me and I 
will make you fishers of men.” Notice 
He said, “I will make you fishers of 
men.” We helieve there is no service 
that we can render that will please the 
Lord so well as for us to bring others to 
Him.

What is Expected of a Chris- 
tian 

While we are thinking of what we 
want God to do for us and what we 
may expect Him to do for us, we should 
not forget the obligations that are upon 
us—what we ought to do. If we fail on 
our part, we spoil it all. 

Here’s the world full of sinners, then 
the other Christians, Satan, the angels, 
and God, all looking at us.

1. The unsaved about us expect us to 
live according to our profession. If we do 
not, they hiss at us and mock us. A man 
who professes one thing and lives another 
is inconsistent, in fact, his conduct gives 
the lie to his lips and he is despised and 
looked down on everywhere he goes. So 
the greatest enemy to the Church is the 
false professor, the hypocrite. 

2. And can we not say that Satan ex- 
pects the same of us? If he did not, why 
would he fight God’s servants so hard? 
Why would he use his best wits to over- 
throw their plans? He knew that Job 
feared God. He was not pleased with 
Job’s course and must hinder him if pos- 
sible. He knew that the course Moses was 
taking would be against him, and he re- 
sisted him. David, too, must be hindered 
in his career; it served God’s great plans 
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and not Satan’s. And so Satan knew what 
God’s people would do in a later day and 
until today, and he doubtless expects 
God’s true people to fight him to the 
end, so this explains his attitude to them. 

3. Other Christians expect Christian 
fellowship and courtesy from us.

This is the first of God’s command- 
ments. A thousand things about us bid 
for our love, but God looks to us that we 
shall pass everything else by and put Him 
first and love Him with all our hearts.

Every blessing that God bestows upon 
us from the forgiveness of sins on up 
to the highest revelation of His glory in 
us is a cause for us to praise Him.

ing the hot season, we had the great 
joy of sweet and blessed fellowship, 
which terminated in an invitation to 
minister at their August convention in 
Chengannur. May I say before I proceed 
to give details of the wonderful work 
accomplished by God’s grace and the pre- 
cious ministries of Brother and _ Sister 
Cook, that all our expectations were 
not only fulfilled but exceeded. Hialle- 
lujah! I am sure that such results and 
the fruit that now remains to the praise 
of our blessed Redeemer is an evident 
token of faithful service and much per-. 
sistent and prevailing prayer. 

Arriving in Chengannur after a 200- 
mile journey, we were kindly and courte- 
ously received by our brother and sister, 
by a bright and happy group of Bible 
students, and by our beloved Indian pas- 
tors and evangelists.

The next day we were in Chengannur 
where a great crowd gathered.

If here it is so blessed, what will it be 
up there? To gather in such a meeting

trials, disappointments and difficulties. 
To see this lively company of India’s 
sos and daughters saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Spirit, not only re-in- 
spires the heart of the tired missionary, 
but provokes the loving co-operation and 
prayers of ali ow Gear homeland saints, 
and is worthy of full and whole-hearted 
support. 

A most pleasing feature of the work 
is the fervent zeal and holy aspirations 
of the Bible students, and best of all 
they surely do know how to pray, not in 
vain repetition but in the power of the 
blessed Spirit; they not only live for God, 
but with God; and I am sure that here is 
the secret of success, continuing in earn- 
est prayer and supplication until the 
forces of hell yield their ground and the 
fetters of sin and superstitious beliefs ar2 
broken, praying until the power of the 
risen Christ is so manifested that devils 
and demons of every sort are made to 
fly. Hallelujah! I personally am provoked 
to repentance as I remember the con- 
stancy in the prevailing prayers of these 
students. 

The following morning we left early 
for another out-station and here again we 
were met by a large crowd, their faces 
radiant with holy joy and eager to hear 
the Word of the Lord. Drums and tam- 
bourines, bells and clappers combined to 
make His praise glorious. Together we 
sang the everlasting song, and so great 
was the anointing among all that we al- 
most felt we were around the sapphire 
throne with angels attending; the pres- 
ence of the Man of Calvary was so real 
it was a real inspiration to see and to 
minister to such a sanctified host of the 
Lord’s redeemed. 

During the week we visited four more 
out-stations and found the work to be 
blessedly prospering.

but suffice it to say that after ten days 
of ministry and intimate touch and fel- 
lowship with these people, it was one of 
the most wonderful conventions I have 
attended. 

Truly the Lord’s benediction is upon 
this prospering work, and the possibili- 
ties for further enlargment are tremen- 
dous if only the men and means were 
forthcoming. I have joy in commending 
this work to you for your constant pre- 
vailing prayers and co-operation in all 
the many responsibilities and needs of 
this great Church.

Building on a Rock 
E. B. Noe. 
Text: Matt. 7:24 

I think it very important today to 
know just how we are building, what 
we are building of, and what we are 
building on. All should be wise master- 
builders and build on the Rock of Ages; 
our eternal salvation all depends upon 
this very important thing. 

I heard a story once of a company that 
had a job building a bridge across the 
Mississippi river. Of course that required 
some engineering skill, with lots of ability 
to oversee this great work. So, as the story 
goes, they began the work by digging. 
Naturally, that was the first thing neces- 
sary, after they had consulted their blue- 
prints, to begin the work right. They 
began to put in the coffer dams so they 
could dig out in the river and by and 
by began dropping down and down until 
perhaps months had elapsed. One day the 
man at the bottom of the pit called for 
the superintendent to come to the phone. 
He told him they were now ready to 
begin pouring the concrete, that they had 
struck the rock. The superintendent told 
him to send him up a sample of the 
stone, and when he examined it he found 
it to be shale and not sufficiently sound 
to place so great a structure on as this 
great bridge, but told him to dig ahead. 
So they dug and dug, sending out this 
soft shale until it got harder and harder. 
Again one day the man at the bottom 
called the boss and said they had struck it 
at last and there was no doubt. The 
boss wanted to know what assurance he 
had and he said the fire was flying out 
of the tools every time they struck the 
stone. The boss said, ‘““Come on out, that 
is sufficient.” 

Likewise, when we begin building, it 
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is necessary, after we have consulted the 
blueprint (Word of God), to begin dig- 
ging. Of course the devil says when we 
get saved that that is enough, you can 
build right here, this is sufficient for any 
man to risk his soul on. Many sit right 
down there and soon the floods come, the 
winds begin to blow and they fall and 
great is the fall. They have just gotten to 
the shale and think they know as much 
about how to build as anybody. They 
want to start the structure here and 
don’t want to bow down any longer. 
They say, “I am led of the Lord to quit 
right here and if He ever leads me any 
farther I will go ahead, for I want the 
Lord to give me all He has for me.” 

But the Lord, in His Word says, The 
sample you are sending tells me you are 
not deep enough, dig deeper. Some get 
right down again, begin digging and get 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Praise God forever. When they 
get the Holy Ghost with the evidence of 
speaking with other tongues as the Spirit 
gives the utterance, the fire begins to fall 
and there is no doubt, we are on the 
rock, a sure foundation, for that day will 
reveal it. So take heed how you build, 
what you are building of—wood, hay, 
stubble, or precious stones. Be the wise 
masterbuilder that dug down deep and 
builded his house on the solid rock.

from the outward appearance but God 
judgeth from the heart. God said to 
Abraham, ‘Walk before me and be thou 
perfect.” He did not say, Walk before 
the world, or that the world would even 
consider him perfect. Abraham could be 
perfect after God’s ideal of perfection 
but he was critcized by his fellowman. 


We place the mark too high when we 
insist that it places the possessor above 
the possibilities of being tempted. That 
holy beings have been tempted the Bible 
clearly affirms. Why God permits the 
severe trials will have to be left entirely 
to His fatherly care of each one of us. 
The angels kept not their first estate, and 
our foreparents fell, but God has made 
it possible for us to live before Him in 
righteousness and true holiness all the 
days of our lives. Luke 1:74, 75; Eph. 
1:3, 4. 


Heb. 4:14, “Seeing then that we have 
a great high priest, that is passed into 
the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast our profession.” If Jesus coulda 
be tempted in all points like as we then 
we need not be afraid in trial and temp- 
tation. So to be holy or sanctified does 
not place us above the mark of temp- 
tation. 

We place the mark too high when we 
insist that if attained its possessor can 
never fall. The question has often been 
asked, How can one fall in whom is no 
sin? We may not be able to answer the 
question satisfactorily, nevertheless the 
fact meets us that such events have 
transpired, holy beings have sinned, and 
what has been may be again. 

Entire sanctification does not make 
men inpeccable, as the theologians would 
say; that is, render them incapable of 
sinning. They are still exposed to all the 
dangers of human probation, free to 
stand, but at the same time liable to fall. 
To be saved from all sin will surely make 
it more certain that we shall not fall. To 
have all our foes on the outside is more 
safe than to have them both within and 
without. Salvation is by faith, from first 
to last, and he who stands at all must 
stand by faith. 

Having considered this side of the 
question we will not consider the op- 
posite. We place the mark too low when 
we make it to consist simply in freedom 
from committing sin. We find that the 
Bible says that he that committeth sin 
is of the devil while he that is born of 
God doth not commit sin. In this the 
one sins and the other does not. Freedom 
from committing sins belongs to the 
justified believer. No man can commit 
sin and retain his experience of being 
born again. This, of course, is too low 
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an experience for those who are born 
again, to say nothing of the sanctified. 

We place it too low again when we 
make it to consist simply in freedom 
from condemnation. Some think that if 
they can live above feeling condemned 
they are all right, but we feel that 
there should be a greater experience than 
just merely living above condemnation. 
Those who are wholly: sanctified should 
have a higher experience. This is the low- 
est experience in holiness. There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them, says 
Paul, that are in Christ Jesus, and those 
who are in Christ Jesus, should not feel 
condemned. No man can feel his entire 
acceptance with God and feel condemned 
at the same time. It is stated that con- 
demnation comes of wilful sins or wilful 
neglect of duty. Actual sins separate the 
soul from God so that no man can mani- 
fest his justification who is not saved 
from committing sin. Conversion and the 
new birth is no inferior work. It is a 
change so great as to be called a new 
creature. So holiness certainly would not 
take on as low a standard as condemna- 
tion. We should not look too high on the 
one hand nor too low on the other. 

We shall seek in the following issues to 
bring out the thought of sanctification 
as an instantaneous work, the eradica- 
tion of the old man.
